Distribution  of  biologies  made  to  various  area  physicians,  nursing  homes, 
schools,  Anna  Jaques  Hospital,  the  Health  Center,  etc.  totaled  9,050 
doses.  The  Director  as  made  at  least  one  trip  each  month  to  Tewksbury 
Hospital  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  same,  as  well  as  related  materials 
and  literature. 

Materials  for  TB  testing  have  also  been  supplied  on  a regular  basis  to 
the  Health  Center.  This  department  works  in  close  conjunction  with  that 
organization  on  various  matters  during  the  year. 

Flu  vaccine  distribution  was  made  to  several  physicians,  to  the  Health 
Center  for  its  several  clinics,  and  to  all  nursing  homes  requiring  same 
in  Newburyport  and  vicinity  during  the  months  of  October  and  November.

The  Board  of  Health  allowed  Marcellos  Disposal  Company  to  open  the  Crow 
Lane  landfill  to  accomodate  the  1986  Spring  Clean-up.  The  dump  remaind- 
ed  open  most  of  1986  in  order  to  reshape  the  ground.  Word  has  been  re- 
ceived from  DEQE  to  close  and  reclaim  the  landfill,  this  is  in  progress. 

The  Groundwater  Observation  Hole  procedure  that  went  into  effect  in 
November  1985  has  been  successful.  This  procedure  requires  certain  dis- 
tances between  ground  water  and  the  cellar  slab  of  any  new  construction. 

This  past  year  we  charted  complaints  from  the  Bixby  Plant.  Thirty  one 
different  complaints  at  various  times  were  charted  regarding  the  smell. 

A Rabies  Vaccination  Clinic  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Henry  J.  Lyons  on  May 
14,  1986.  Fifty  six  dogs  and  11  cats  were  innoculated. 

There  have  been  four  Board  of  Health  meetings  held  during  the  year.  The

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FY  '86  was  a year  of  recuperation recovering  from  the  long  term  effects  of  Propositon  2^. 

The  limited  progress  made  in  FY  '85  continued  and  amplified.  With  an  improved  budget  we 
were  able  to  reinstate  cut  services  and  offer  new  ones.  For  the  first  time  since  FY  '82 
the  library  maintained  a full  schedule  by  restoring  library  services  on  Mondays.  The 
number  of  staff,  which  had  been  critically  reduced,  was  augmented  to  an  acceptable  degree, 
yet  not  to  the  pre-Proposition  2^  level. 

Responding  to  public  demand,  adult  programming  was  implemented  and  services  were  expanded. 
Educational  films  were  provided  on  a weekly  basis  and  a "Readers  and  Writers"  lecture  series 
was  offered  during  the  fall  and  spring.  Circulation  of  recorded  books  on  tape,  a new 
service,  was  made  available.  This  opportunity,  made  possible  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Library,  was  well  received.  Statistics  show  that  2A2  recorded  book  titles  circulated 
3,138  times,  indicating  an  average  circulation  figure  of  13  per  audio  cassette. 

There  were  1,213  users  of  the  Hamilton  Room  which  houses  our  climate  controlled  local 
history  and  genealogy  collections.  They  represented  24  states  and  2 foreign  countries. 
Materials  from  the  Hamilton  Room  were  also  used  for  articles  in  the  New  York  Times,  the 
Washington  Post,  The  Boston  Globe  and  a TV  50  (Derry,  N.  H.)  feature  presentation. 

During  FY  '86  several  building  renovations  and  improvements  were  completed.  The  library's 
2 archaic  restrooms  were  transformed  into  3 modern  ones,  providing  handicapped  access  for 
the  first  time.  A deteriorated  wooden  fire  escape  was  replaced  with  a wrought  iron  one 
and  the  children's  room  was  painted.  Of  concern  to  the  Head  Librarian  and  the  Library 
Directors  was  a noticed  settlement  of  the  second  level  of  the  Simpson  Annex.  A consulting 
engineer  was  called  in  to  investigate  and  perform  a structural  analysis.  After  extensive 
research,  it  was  learned  that  these  same  structural  defects  were  repaired  in  1947. 

Periodic  settlement  measurements  are  to  be  taken  to  determine  if  there  is  any  increase. 

If  an  increase  is  noted,  the  third  floor  can  be  strengthened  to  adequately  support  the 
stacks,  but  it  would  be  a lengthy,  costly  and  disruptive  project. 

Use  of  the  Emma  Andrews  Branch  Library  continues  to  decline.  Circulation  statistics 
indicate  a 32%  drop  since  1983.  This  can  be  attributed  to  the  limited  number  of  hours 
open  to  the  public  and  the  restricted  services  offered.  The  Andrews  Branch  trust  funds 
are  no  longer  covering  its  expenses  and  the  main  library  budget  cannot  absorb  branch 
expenditures . 

Children's  Room  activities  for  FY  '86  included  story  hours,  films  and  "kidspoll",  an 
opinion  poll  for  children.  Special  events  included  sessions  on  candlemaking,  bookbinding, 
and  African  and  Egyptian  fairy  tales.  Additionally,  3 authors  visited  the  Children's 
Room.  John  Bellairs,  David  McPhail  and  William  Scheller  shared  their  special  magic  on  3 
separate  occasions.  Summer  programs  for  children  included  a Mystery  Club,  a Fairy  Tale 
Story  Hour,  and  a Reading  Club.  A professional  puppeteer  treated  those  successful  parti- 
cipants of  the  Reading  Club  to  a puppet  show  and  an  end  of  the  summer  celebration,  made 
possible  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  In  addition  to  a regular  Thursday  night  film 
program,  special  holiday  films  were  shown  during  the  Hanukkah  and  Christmas  season. 

Again  due  to  the  generosity  of  the  "Friends"  children  and  their  families  were  able  to 
use  passes  to  the  Portsmouth  Children's  Museum  and  the  Children's  Museum  in  Boston. 

It  is  appropriate  at  this  time  to  recognize  with  appreciation  the  30  years  of  dedicated 
service  given  by  James  T.  Connolly,  Esq.  to  the  Library  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
Building  Fund  Trustees.  In  addition,  I would  like  to  acknowledge  the  continued  support 
of  the  Library  Board  of  Directors  and  the  dedication  of  the  library  staff.
